Tri-Town Selectmen's Meeting 

February 17, 2005

The Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester Boards 
of Selectmen met jointly in the TV Studio at Old Rochester 
Regional High School on Thursday, February 17 at 6:06 
pm. Present from Mattapoisett were Selectmen Chairman 
Raymond Andrews, Selectman Jordan Collyer, and Town 
Administrator Michael Botelho. Present from Marion 
were Selectmen Chairman David Pierce, Selectman 
Andrew Jeffrey, Selectman Jonathan Henry, and Town 
Administrator Jack Dolan. Present from Rochester were 
Selectmen Chairman Gary Laboa, Selectman Richard 
Nunes, Selectman Bradford Morse, and Town Administra- 
tor James Huntoon. Mattapoisett Selectman Steve 
Lombard was not present for the meeting. 

Chairman Gary Laboa said they would begin 
with discussing the formation of a Tri-Town (Public, 
Education, Government) PEG Access Cable Corporation, 
as per interest from several residents present at the 
meeting. Selectman Raymond Andrews moved to form a 
study subcommittee to look into the establishment of said 
cable access corporation for the three towns. 

"I had a long conversation with Mary O'Keefe (of 
Comcast Cable) today about the ability to playback the 
Marion meetings through Mattapoisett," Selectman 
Andrews said, referring to a suggestion made at the last 
Tri-Town Selectmen's meeting. "(Ms. O'Keefe) recom-

mended the easiest thing to do would be to move the 
equipment from the Marion studio and relocate it here (at 
ORR High School) and then run the playback from the 
studio. The thought of doing it from Mattapoisett be- 
comes redundant." 

Terry Lee of the Marion Cable Committee said he 
had previously met with Dennis Dutra, who submitted a 
proposal to move the equipment from the current Marion 
Comcast facility to ORR. 

"(Mr. Dutra) seemed to think much of the equip- 
ment was old, but it would be more than efficient for 
broadcasting from ORR," Mr. Lee said. "He quoted a price 
of $4,300 to duplicate that exact set-up here at ORR ... and 
Marion would continue to be able to broadcast meetings.

As of today, Wareham has approved their contract and 
they are looking for the mobile equipment and we'd get 
most of the (remaining studio) equipment." 

But Selectman Andrews said he discussed Mr. 
Dutra's proposal with Mattapoisett Cable Committee 
Chairman Daniel White and they had serious reservations 
about the cost. 

"We have one shot with this money and to go 
through this $4,300 expense — we don't need to have a 
studio set up in this building right now," Selectman 
Andrews said. "We don't need a studio right now, all we 
need is for Marion to put a tape in a machine and broad- 
cast over Channel 9. A lot of the things that Mr. Dutra has 
quoted is what Comcast is responsible for." 

Mr. Lee said his committee is only looking to 
maintain the current level of service to Marion cable 
subscribers. "We think it's very important to continue 
broadcasting what we're broadcasting today," he said. 
"We just want to make sure we're not losing any access 
that we have today. As long as we can do mobile (shoots) 
and broadcast taped meetings, thaf s fine." 

"Anything that is taped can be brought (to ORR), 
so the bottom line is: nothing changes," Selectman An- 
drew Jeffrey said. "It can be brought here and broadcast to 
all three towns." 

Mr. Lee added that Marion currently has some 
shows — like lengthy Chapter 40B hearings — which 
require editing before being broadcast. "We're looking at 
three to six months before we can edit and broadcast

shows," he said. "We have needs and we won't be able to 
do what we do today under the current proposal." 

Marion Town Administrator Jack Dolan said the 
proposed subcommittee would be able to look at each 
town's specific needs. "If we look at all the towns' needs 
in a smaller group, we'll be able to fulfill everyone's 
wants," he said. 

"My personal opinion is the motion on the floor 
makes a lot of sense," Chairman Laboa agreed. 

With that, the motion to form a cable study 
subcommittee carried via unanimous vote. 

The boards next discussed the status of the ORR 
High School Fiscal Year 2006 budget and the planned 
assessments for each of the three towns. Under the 
current proposed budget, Marion would be the hardest 
hit with an estimated 14.6 percent hike over this year; 
Mattapoisett would see a 6.6 percent increase, while 
Rochester would see a modest .5 percent jump. 

"What I would like to propose is that we form a 
committee to look at the ORR agreement to see if it's 
possible that each town have the same cost per child," 
Selectman Jeffrey said. Mr. Jeffrey suggested a committee 
of nine members be formed — a representative of each 
town's Board of Selectmen, a representative from each 
Finance Committee (FinCom), and a member of the ORR 
District School Committee from each town. 

"Whatever we decide to do, we want it to be fair 
to all three towns and not sink any one town in any one 
year," said Marion FinCom member A. Lee Hayes. "I'm 
going to make a couple of assumptions here — that we 
can (change) the assessments and we can do it in FY 06. 1 
think Marion is the first one out of the box in terms of 
budgets." 

"The big question I'd like to ask is: what legally 

can be done?," asked Rochester Town Administrator 
James Huntoon. "Because there's specific language in

Chapter 70 funding." 

"If you wanted to ask (School Superintendent 
William) Cooper to go off and get the answers, I don't 
think we need a committee," said Lee Hayes. "We've 
heard anecdotally that we can change (the assessments) ...

"A" as submitted by Mr. Smith which would make the 
position strictly a "regional" planner working out of the 
SRPEDD offices in Taunton. 

"I think there's more than enough work to 
support a regional planner," Selectman Henry said. "I like 
the idea of the person working at SRPEDD, so it would 
clean up the sharing arrangements of the past. I think the 
person should report to duty in Taunton." 

"I think to start with a regional basis is the way to 
go," Selectman Jeffrey agreed. 

"I don't disagree that would be the path of least 
resistance to start," added Chairman Laboa. 

But Rochester Selectman Richard Nunes felt his 
town had a need for someone to assist with economic 
development issues. "It's fine that we work on housing, 
the water district, and wind power, but I think the planner 
should also work on something that the towns' individu- 
ally need," he said. "Rochester is so dependent on 
SEMASS, we really don't have any other non-residential 
(tax base)." 

"I would suggest we start simple with a defined 
role, get (the planner) in place, and then let it grow from 
there," Selectman Andrews said. 

"Does it make sense that we agree to go forward 
on a regional basis and then look at expanding (the 
planner's role) later if needed?" asked Selectman Jeffrey. 

The boards all consented to begin with the 
regional approach and fund the position at an estimated 
cost of $20,000 per town. "I know in Rochester the concept 
and dollar figure has been out there for a while, so if the 
FinCom had any problems with it, I'm sure we would 
have heard about it by now," Chairman Laboa said. 

With that, the boards voted to move forward with 
the hiring a Tri-Town Planner to begin working on 
regional issues via majority vote — with Selectman Nunes 
in sole opposition.

In other matters, the boards discussed: 

• A "Wind Energy 101" Workshop which will be 
held on March 30 at ORR High School. According to 
Mattapoisett Selectman Jordan Collyer, the workshop is 
open to all three towns. "We think we're making tremen- 
dous progress and so far the high school looks like the 
best potential location (for a wind turbine)/' he said. He 
added that they are hoping to plan a trip to Hull, MA 
sometime in March to view the wind power facility in use 
there. 

• Housing needs in the three towns, which is an 
ongoing and serious issue.

My cat has been coughing recently and my mother 
says that she trying to cough up a hairball. It seems to 
me that a large wad of hair in her windpipe would 
probably kill her. I don't get it. 

Your confusion results from the old wives 
expression of "coughing up a hairball". It's a 
dumb expression. Cats swallow hair when they 
groom and if the hair doesn't pass out of the 
stomach and into the stool it will accumulate in 
the stomach. Periodically the cat will vomit this 
mass of hair which is what you find on the floor. 
If the hair had been inhaled and needed to be 
coughed up, we'd be performing Heimlich 
maneuvers on our cats constantly and most 
wouldn't live to a year of age.

Center School Registration 

Registration for all children entering Kindergar- 
ten and new children entering Grade One in September of 
2005 will take place on Wednesday, March 2 from 9:00 to 
11:00 am and from 3:15 to 6:45 pm in the cafeteria of 
Center School in Mattapoisett. Registration is for parents 
only. 

Any child born before August 31, 2000 is eligible 
for enrollment in Kindergarten. Any child bom in the year 
1999 is eligible for enrollment in Grade One. The Old 
Rochester Regional School District last year adopted a 
new age entrance date for incoming Kindergarten stu- 
dents. They policy states that children must turn 5 years 
old on or before August 31 of the year they enroll in 
Kindergarten. Parents should bring a birth certificate or a 
notarized memorandum of birth with them on registra- 
tion day. A doctor's memorandimi showing the following 
immunizations and a lead screening blood test is required 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health for 
school entrance: 

• DPT - five doses unless the fourth dose is given 
after the fourth birthday; 

• Oral Sabin Polio Vaccine - four doses unless the 
third dose is given after the fourth birthday; 

• Measles, Mumps, Rubella (MMR) - first dose 
given on or after first birthday; and a second dose must be 
given prior to entering Kindergarten; 

• Hepatitis B - a series of three doses; 

• Hib - a series of four doses; 

• Varicella Vaccine - one dose or physidan- 
certified reliable history of chicken pox disease; and 

• Lead Screening. 

If the required immunizations or blood work for 
lead screening are incomplete for medical and /or reli- 
gious reasons, a statement from a doctor or church official

the time of registration. A physical examination is re- 
quired for entrance to school and must be completed by 
December 31, 2005. 

In addition, it is requested that if you have an 
outstanding court order or decree regarding the legal 
custody of your child, that you furnish the school with a 
copy of it at registration time. This is necessary in order to 
assist the school in the release of educational records and 
information, as well as the dismissal of children to the 
appropriate parent /adult. 

A separate vision and hearing screening will be 
held for all entering Kindergarteners on Tuesday, March 
22 from 8:30 to 11:30 am and from 12:30 to 2:30 pm. A 
sign-up sheet will be available at registration. 

If you have a child who was born before August 
31, 2000 and is eligible to enter Kindergarten in September 
2005 but will not be entering Kindergarten and / or will be 
attending a private Kindergarten, please call the office at 
Center School at 508-758-2521 to notify them of your 
decision not to enter your child in Center School in 
September 2005. This will enable the school to keep an 
accurate covmt of the nimiber of students who will be 
entering Center School in September. If you know of a 
child who is eligible to enter Kindergarten in September 
and they did not receive information about registration in 
the mail, please have them contact Center School so that a 
registration packet can be forwarded to them.

On April 14, 1960, the show opened in the Martin

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From Hell

Constantine. Starring Keanu Reeves and Rachel 
Weisz. Directed by Francis Lawrence. Running 
time: 121 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

For those familiar with the Vertigo Hellblazer comics, on which 
Constantine is based, Keanu Reeves playing John Constantine is a little 
like William Hurt playing Denis Leary. In the comics, Constantine is 
a profane, chain-smoking, irreverent, and deeply British figure, openly 
contemptuous of anyone he considers a "wanker," whether a junkie or 
a demigod. Reeves gets Constantine's surface habits but misses the 
punk-rock edge that laughs in the face of armageddon. For all that, 
though, this Constantine is acceptable for what it is: a kitchen-sink 
metaphysical adventure, in which the surly hero slouches unwillingly 
from one horrific encounter to the next while wishing everyone would 
just leave him alone to sit and smoke in his dusty Los Angeles 
apartment. 

Constantine, who casts out demons in order to secure himself a 
good seat in Heaven (he's destined for Hell, for reasons familiar to 
Catholic readers), gets pulled into a mystery involving a psychic who 
went sidewalk-diving. The psychic's twin sister Angela (Rachel Weisz), 
a cop, is convinced that it wasn't suicide. Angela sees her sister on a 
security camera whispering the name "Constantine" right before she 
jumps to her death; I'd say Constantine owes the dead sister a cut of his 
salary for the great reference. In any event, Constantine agrees to 
figure out what drove the sister to her death and perhaps rescue her 
soul from Hell. 

Constantine is shaped as a supernatural noir, much like the TV 
series Angel, also set in L.A. (where demons apparently prosper). The 
fun of the comics was partly in the colorful rogue's gallery of charac- 
ters Constantine ran across, and the movie gives us Papa Midnite 
(Djimon Hounsou), a quasi-voodoo man who noles up in a nightclub 
for psychics only; Beeman (Max Baker), who lives in the back of a 
bowling alley and can get you any magical gadget; Father Hennessy 
(jiggly-eyed Fruitt Taylor Vince), an alcoholic priest who calls 
Constantine in when his exorcism attempts fail; the androgynous 
Gabriel (Tilda Swinton), an angel not quite of the Roma Downey 
variety; and Balthazar (Gavin Rossdale, frontman of the rock group 
Bush), a suave half-breed demon. Constantine is also driven around 
by Chas (Shia LaBeouf ), a kid who wants to be Constantine if and when 
he grows up. 




The movie is certainly more entertaining than last fall's tedious 
Exorcist: The Beginning; if you're going to make a theological action- 
adventure, Constantine is much more the way to go. It comes complete 
with mumbo-jumbo about the birth of the son of Satan, and joining his 
blood with the blood of Christ to achieve an apocalyptic end; it goes for 
all the marbles, like any season finale of Buffy or Angel, and the 
outcome is similarly never in doubt. (You don't watch a hero for two 
hours or 22 episodes just to see evil triumph at the end — not in a $100 
million Hollywood film, anyway.) While decidedly no one's idea of 
the John Constantine of the comics (who was originally modelled on 
Sting), Reeves acquits himself well enough; neither the worst nor the 
best actor imaginable for the role, he inhabits this grouchy character 
and his bleak surroundings with something like grace. His whoa-dude 
voice may still wreak havoc with his line readings, but his body has its 
own eloquence, able to move from cynical slouch to action-hero stance 
in a heartbeat. 

Handsomely shot by Oscar-winning cinematographer Philippe 
Rousselot, and directed with a strong taste for oblique angles by first- 
timer Francis Lawrence (another music-video vet), Constantine is one 
of the better-looking films of the season, despite some dim lighting in 
a scene involving dozens of buffalo dropping dead (the moment 
would pack more of a spooky punch if you could see it better). It also 
occupies a useful middle ground between campiness and taking itself 
too seriously; it opts for neither of those, approaching its supernatural 
highlights with a matter-of-fact attitude. As for the movie's apparent 
fixation on water as a portal to Hell (various characters suomerge 
themselves in bathtubs or dunk their feet in the liquid for a peek at the 
forbidden), your guess is as good as mine; Constantine has been cross- 
marketed everywhere from Comedy Central to a PlayStation game, 
but somehow Poland Spring missed out on the merchandising action.

It's probably almost a cliche for journalists of my gen- 
eration to claim the rogue, rebellious, anti-establishment 
Dr. Hunter S. Thompson as a major influence on their 
decision to become a writer. Admittedly, I also became 
an early fan of the good doctor's oft-misunderstood style 
of "Gonzo Journalism" while cutting my teeth as Editor- 
in-Chief of our college newspaper. The Torch, back in the 
late '80s. There was something exciting and, well, danger- 
ous about Thompson's iinique voice and the seamless way 
he blurred the line between fact and fiction. You always 
knew that his articles and collected tomes contained bits 
of truth with ample amounts of colorful embellishments 
to make them all the more palatable and entertaining. 

For Dr. Thompson the details were often just garnish 
for his elaborate confections — a spoonful of sugar to help 
the medicine go down. 

As I learned of Thompson's sadly premature death 
earlier this week, I couldn't help but notice how two key 
news outlets — The New York Times and CNN — hadar- 
ported the author's age as 65 and 67, respectively. I'm 
sure the irony of this simple "factual" discrepancy 
wouldn't be lost on Dr. Gonzo. It seemed like even in 
death, the notoriously private and reclusive writer had 
managed to somehow embellish his own obituaries. 

That Hunter Thompson apparently committed sui- 
cide and died of a self-inflicted gunshot wound to the 
head was both shocking and yet somehow to be expected, 
especially given the doctor's penchant for playing with 
guns and explosives at his Colorado compoimd. I always 
feared he might accidentally shoot or blow himself up in 
one of his frequent flamboyant stunts. After all, danger- 
ous acts breed dangerous writing. 

But that doesn't make his passing any easier. 

Most probably know Dr. Thompson for his frequent 
contributions to Rolling Stone magazine or his great drug- 
addled work Fear and Loathing in Las Vegas, which direc- 
tor Terry Gilliam brilliantly adapted into a film starring 
Johnny Depp as Hunter. While in college I devoured this 
source book and most of Thompson's other early semi- 
nal works like Hell's Angels, Fear and Loathing on the Cam- 
paign Trail '72, and The Great Shark Hunt, but other than 
his 1991 collection Songs of the Doomed, I drifted away from 
his more recent work. 



Thompson was a 
rare breed of writer — 
a figure whose legend 
loomed larger than his 
reality and who, ironi- 
cally, never wanted to 
be in the limelight 
himself. But the fact 
that he managed to 
write himself — or 
rather an embel- 
lished version of him- 
self — into his work 
sort of made him a 
reluctant celebrity. It

was much in the same way that director Alfred Hitchcock 
suddenly became famous for his frequent cameos in films 
and, later, as host of the television series that bore his name. 

But Dr. Hunter S. Thompson also had that added aura 
of mystery which made him all the more compelling to his 
fans and fellow writers. Few were allowed to glimpse the 
real man behind the myth who resided at the famed Woody 
Creek, Colorado compound. One was actor Johnny Depp, 
who spent weeks in 1998 studying Thompson for Fear and 
Loathing in Las Vegas. Another was Bill Murray, who also 
turned in a great satirical portrayal of the manic doctor in 
the 1980 film Where the Buffalo Roam. Others would tell first- 
hand tales of shooting sprees and wild drinking binges at 
Thompson's secluded ranch ... most of which sounded eerily 
like the doctor's own writing. 

Fact or fiction? Who knows. 

I'm sure Dr. Hunter S. Thompson would prefer to be 
remembered for his work and not his personal life anyway. 
And, to be honest, I've always thought the reason Thomp- 
son opted to live as a semi-recluse was that his real life was 
far more mundane than people wanted to believe. I really 
think the wild reports of his shooting at computers and type- 
writers were either just affectations or staged stimts to help 
fuel the fire of Dr. Gonzo's great mythos. 

Whatever the truth, the reality now is that Dr. Hunter 
S. Thompson, the writer, is no more. But his spirit will live 
on, both in his own arcane prose and in the coimtless words 
of those he inspired and influenced.
